Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: First it is noted that claim 1 uses the word 
sewer where is apprears server should be, and this will need to be corrected. Applicant has added new limitations that to claims 2 and 
14 in an attempt to overcome the 35 USC 112 rejection, but has not addressed the basis for the rejection, the language that makes it 
unclear what is intended to be claimed. The language "substancially the same as" has not been addressed b the applicant Applicant 
also has made arguments to the art rejections based on the Wang reference. Applicant has argued that all of the taught connections are 
made through a network, and that there is never a direct link between the workstation and a target device. It is unlcear what the 
distinguishing feature between the claimed invention and the applied rejection is from this argument. It is unclear how the connection of 
the appliend art is any more or less direct than that of the claimed invention. Applicatn further argues that the Examiner is ignoring 
specific teachings of the Applicant's invention, but no specifc teachings that may have been ignored have been pointed to as evidence of 
such a claim. Applicant has finally argued that it is not obvious that the TCP/IP protocol would be combined with the teachings of Wang. 
It has been stated that the TCP/IP protocol is well known enough that one of ordinarry skill in the art at the time of invention would 
expected that this protocol would be combined in order to take advantage of its wide implementation throughout the art. If Applicant 
does not believe this to be the case, evidence of such can be presented upon request. 
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
